After some unusually quiet council 
meetings this year, th© quantity of 
business having limited the amount of 
matter before the aldermen, there 
promises to be s considerable increase 
on the urder paper this evening. Sev¬ 
eral matters requiring attention have 
accumulated, the most Important of 
them being the settlement of the pav¬ 
ing contracts Thla necessitated the 
members of the council being called 
together again to-day prior to the 
meeting, in order to see if they would 
waive the five-year guarantee which 
tho council desired to have In force. 
However, it was learned that the court 
at Toronto would not listen to the 
proposal when mentioned to It for ap¬ 
proval on Saturday, hence the call to¬ 
gether again to smooth this new dif- 
fkndty. 

The report of the Industrial com- | 
riwniM i»n important recom¬ 
mendations, one being that provision 
be made for a commissioner at a sal¬ 
ary of 94.000 a year, and the other that 
the labor bureau be reorganized along 
lines already indicated, one of the most 
necessary acts when there are several 
hundred applicknts for positions. The 
report, if approved by the council, will 
take the management of the operations 
from the Yates street bureau and put 
It under ah official Independent of any 
department, though making the head 
directly responsible to the committee. 

The question of Sunday closing is 
expected to cause a debate, as the 
council Is sharply divided. Alderman 
McCandless' motion makes it a 
straight Issue calling for th© opinion 
of the city council as to what coots 
the board of police commissioners 
ought to follow. Yesterday those 
stands which were open did a consid¬ 
erable amount of trade.
